I've always used slow-setting epoxy, whereever strength of bond is an issue. 
The fast-setting stuff is convenient, but I've used it mostly for potting 
connectors and for light duty bonding. JB Weld, which is very strong, seems 
to be an epoxy-based formulation, and if I remember right has a two hour 
working time. 


In an earlier life, I used Sty-cast epoxy, which was slow-setting but so 
hard it couldn't even be machined or drilled. It was like glass and would 
break tool bits.
